Sorgeon General (?7) Hamilton
bas and is exercising oolawiol use of the
contingent fund appropriated by Congrems, lo
be expend-d by the Naviooal Board of
Health, with the President’s sanction, That
tfint was the fotention of Congress Lhere can
be po doubt, The Marine Hospital Bervice
was not known to the national legislature in
conpection with quarantine or bealth io-
spection service, It could not therefore
have even been contemplated as the almoner
of the patiomsl gift o time of epidemic
disiress. The secreiary of the treasury
must know this, bot hs is agsceptible lo
the blandishmentsa of politicians who are
not amlwaya careful as to the measns by
which they gain their exds.  Through
these, perhaps, and by eoch iofluences as
loeal  jenlousies could fospire, he bas
doubtless been wrought upon (o con-
sot to lbe lmpodent iotrusion by Dr,
Heamillon into a service and upon duties
that the most erdinary prudence wouid bave
dictated he whonld carefully have refrained
frow. Hincondocthas been contemptible, sud
places him in an  aititeds of defiance

to the etiquette and the ethics wuvpon
which the medical prolession prides
iteelf, and wupon the maintenance of

which its members grow eloquent at their
yearly meetings, We trust the Nutional
Board of Health will hold tegether in spite
af the malicious opposition of New Ocleans,
New York aod the surgeon-geaeral (?) of the
Marine Hoapital Bervice. A body so uselul
aad s0 honorably administered cannot be
dispensed with, It isemsentinlly necesaary lo
the safety of the people of the Misaissippi
valley from epidemic dissase; its fuoctions
eannol be usurped by the Marice Hospital
Bervice witheut detriment 1o the public
interesl, and it will not go to make it a mere
bureau of that service avd thus extend the
powersof Surgeon General (7) Hamilton, who
might thereby be emboldened by-snd-by to
exiend his mild eway over the army and
nsvy, aud become & veritable surgeon-general
indeed.

This man ir in one of the
cuges in the yord, which he has fixed up in
a pretty maoner with crude tools of his own
make. A dasughbter of Jobn Taylor was
formerly confined in the asvinm, but she han
been removed to a private bouse in the city.
